what you separated yourself from, i/hich may represent how far you have moved from 

your brave youth*, I presume with wiiat you regard as good reason. However, it 

does not seeiii to be consistent with what Congressman A^ewis told the Black Jour- 
nalists convention, tiiat '*you must never, ever forgot [tiiatjhistory,” speaking 
of blacks as ” targets”. 

riiere is a bit of tlie history of what happened and wliat diii not happen I do 
want to have as a matter of record for the future. 

When I was Hay's investigator in the one way soLie thing might be done about 
the i^ing assassin^on I could get no help from a single black in A^^iMs. from 
the SCJUJ, I bought copies of n\y book and sent them to Halpt Abernatto’, I'br* Young 
and *^toney Cooks tliat I recall eind through people on the ISCLC's radio and TV 
component sent a few other copies. I heard from hobodli. I asked chief counsel to 
speak tOj^Vs. King for her help in getting what help was possible from blacks 
and jiorhaps the SCiX:, She told me to see Harry V/achtel in New York. I went there 
and got no farthur than the reception desk. 

You may want to remember that in addition to those 80,CX)0 pages of records 
that liad been withheld until I sued and got tr)em disclosed I have some records 
of n^r ov;n work and I have the transcripts of those W weeks of evidentiary he 
in our effort to bring the case to a trial. What material it is for a thesis! As 
a matter of belief I make all ^ got from all th^xae FOIA lawsuits freely ava^ble 
to all so any student will have free and unsuperv^ed access to all of this* And 
it is not at all as that literary whore whose book is indistibgulshable from a 
book wiritten by or for tJie FBI, Gerald Posner, indicates in his most dishonest 
of books. (Abd v/ath himself as competition, the co;;;petition ifor that rank 
in dishenesty was great! ) 

I wish i knew of a black book publisher. I tiiink he'd like my Whoring with 
aLatory: How the ^erald Posners Protect the King AsaasslnA^ In addition to evis- 
cerating Posner, for the second time, 1 bring withheld information to light* He 
.nd the others also mislead blacks who care. 

That con|!.:iracy he alleges did not exist. It was made up by a felon who 
suspected an associate was an FBI informer, to smoke him out, as it did. As the 
House asseissins conuaittee >aiew and ignored* ixnd J5t had a black chairman* 
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More history involving blacks. When liay’s sister, Carol ^"epper, was called 
tp testify 4 iig was fa m iliar with my work and she wanted me to be with her. V/hen 
Delegate Fauntroy entered the room in which lie was holding a hearing with no 
public admitted he threw me out. And I was, as he knew, tlie case investigator. 

Congressi-ma Stokes did not cLiro Jbull tliat one when at a public hearing 
John fiay asked me to sit with him and his lawyer, not with the TV cameras as well 
as the press to report it. 



Only one black joumalis-^ sought mo out, -es Payne, then minority affairs 
reporter for Mewsday. I had the greates-t^^^^ot for liim, Ue and l-iis wife vj.sited

Bad us and I spent a night with liiia and his family. & fine person, an impressive 
man and a fine reporter. Who# without talidng to ne, wJien Hay was dying, rehashed 
tlie official ^‘ing assassination mythology. 

I wrote Revj Kyles three times before I went to l^tin^Jhis and n<ver got 

a rtisponse. He liad important evidence <.nd didn't know it. Doesn't, I sujbpose. 

I phoned Jesse Jackson, th^in ^hicago»^^ three tinies, without response. V^hen 
a black friend tlien a TV producer heard of tills he olioned Jackson and he got no 
repsone. 

As soon as he v;ent pu-lic I wrote and again, no response. 

I don^t think that any one of those l*vo named did not care but I do think 
not one cared enough - or cared more for something else, were probably mis- 

led by those who had special interests. 

If either of yeu would like to send someone to look at s- me of this informa- 
tion it and the use i^f our coiiier will be his m do® or hers .We are a little more 
than on laour from balti:*ore or Washington. If you do and he is a lawyer I believe 
that some of the evidentiary hearing transcript would be of interest, especially 
the testimony that was unrefutod and uncontradicted by our forensic expert, tie

made scientific examination^ of the fragment removed from Dr, ^ng*s body and of 
the windowsill on which, in the official fiction, the rifle rested. 

Reminds me of more cf tho history, I wanted one autopsy pictjtre to show to 
t/fis^X^ct before he testified and asked for a copy under discovery. The state a 
assistant attorney general, a bla^jk Uncle '^dmel/ named haynes, opposed it and 
told tiie judge I sought a picture of "human nakedness." Of eui autopsy picture 
from about the waiste up! And with that indecency he .prevailed so we could not 
show tliat to the expert when he was on the zia stand, either. 

A word about me: wlien - was a patient in Walter /^eed Hpsital during W'orld 
War II and was in the reconditioning section St^eltsvileilSfiar I led a sitd^n strik€ 
^aeri a black soldier was denied permission to be taken to' the Greenbelt swij.iiiiing 
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pool with the reat 6f us. We did not win but other whites joined me in rel'uaing 
to go. That was in 1'J43. 

The exi]eri0nc58 to took t.; thio worl^is that of a reporter, an investigative 
reporter, a senate investigator and editor (pjart of an expose of Mill Connor in 
flogfinga in 19*16 dr 1^ UJ17, biit hobotiy oaid att ention to liis rooord/{ thfm) 
and during uorid V/ar II I went from Walter Heed to join the OSS. 

Tliat Senate committee was known as tlio Civil -^.berties Committee. 

Please excuse my typing and writing. I regret they can bo no better. 

If you people and your friendn and associates accept tlds i^partment trick 
yoi will, 1 tiiiiik, live long enough to regret it. 

You do not have to ask for >f}iat J^exter i^iiig misguidedly asked for, what the 
Pill can dl»p -dMl|p£ie^easlly . 

And there is little doubt about it, the FI3I di.d not kill King# So that 
cna also kick back.
